In the preparation of the present Catalogue, I have faithfully en- 
deavored to give accurate and fair descriptions of the pieces under 
notice, but have found throughout a difficulty arising from the very 
superior condition of everything in the collection. 

When a part of a collection is of ordinary quality, it is easy by 

comparison to give some idea of relative goodness; but Mr. Mick- 
ley’s coins are, with scarcely an exception, fine to perfection 

The advantages which he possessed are well known to all collec- 
tors. He commenced early, was widely and favorably known, and 
his residence was near to the U. S. Mint. With all these superior 
facilities, he had an accurate and critical judgment, which led him 
to search for, and be content with, only the best. 

Before purchasing the collection, I had a high opinion of its 
superiority ; but till I looked it over carefully at home, and made 
comparisons, I never realized fully the difference between it, and 
others; but I now unhesitatingly affirm, that notwithstanding the 
high character of several of the collections which have been sold, 
no one of them has equalled the present, either as a whole, or in 
any of its American departments, with the exception, be it said, of 
some to which Mr. Mickley never turned his attention, for instance, 
Politicals and Store Cards. 


The Catalogue here presented, comprises all of Mr. Mickley’s 
collection, except the portion stolen (the value and importance of

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RARE NAPOLEON I GOLD MEDAL 
whe. In honor of the 200th anniversary of the birth of the French Emperor 


e Napoleon I, memorialized by the Napoleon Room in the Historical Society's 
Central Addition, this issue of The Historical Society News contains an article 
by Fred Rosenthal of Shaker Heights on a rare gold medal bearing the likeness 
of Napoleon I. The medal, minted in 1803, was a gift to the Society from 
Trustee and Mrs. R. Henry Norweb. Mr. Rosenthal, a retired Cleveland business 
executive, has assisted the Library for some years in accessioning, processing 
and preparing for exhibit its highly reputed collection of coins and medals 
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NAPOLEON I GOLD MEDAL — GIFT OF 
MR. AND MRS. R. HENRY NORWEB 


The solid gold medal, illustrated on the front cover of the News, is an interesting 
example of the fine Napoleonic Medal Collection of The Western Reserve Historical 
Society. It commemorates Bonaparte’s visit to the “Hotel Des Monnaies” (the French 
Mint) as First Consul on “Le 21 Ventose, An XI” which, according to the French 
Revolutionary calendar, was approximately March 10, 1803. The medal bears a fine 
head of Napoleon Bonaparte, the inscription “Bonaparte, Premier Consul,” and the 
signature of its designer, Pierre Joseph Tivolier, who was Chief Engraver of the French 
Mint from 1803 to 1815. The Mint still reproduces this medal, but the Historical 
Society specimen is from the original limited edition, purchased from the famous col- 
lection of Egypt’s King Farouk in 1954 and later presented to the Society by Mr. and 
Mrs. R. Henry Norweb. 


Bonaparte visited the Mint during the same year in which he completed the stabiliza- 
tion of the French currency. He had salvaged the “Directory” government of France 
when, in 1795, he crushed an insurrection against it with a “Whiff of Grapeshot,” then 
overthrew the same regime in a daring cowpe d’etat in 1799 and established the Con- 
sulate with himself as First Consul and virtual dictator. At this time the economy of 
France was in a frightful state. The public treasury had inherited bankruptcy from the 
Bourbon monarchs. A gigantic public debt had accumulated through waste, unjust 
taxation, disastrous wars and misrule by the nobility. Neither Robespierre’s Revolu- 
tionary Tribunal nor the Directory was able to improve the desperate situation. Both 
regimes were marked by corruption, intrigue and runaway inflation. The First Consul 
took rapid measures to establish order and reform civil affairs. He drafted a legal code, 
founded the Bank of France, established tax collection offices and inaugurated payments 
against the national debt. He regulated the stock exchange and ended speculation in the 
depreciated currency by restoring the value of the French coinage. 


The Louis D’Or, the gold 20-Franc anchor piece of French coinage, could be pur- 
chased with the equivalent of 24 Francs when the Revolution erupted in 1789. Ten 
years later, when Napoleon became First Consul, the ratio was 8000 Francs to one Louis 
DOr. Bonaparte decreed that the Franc again be minted in silver. By 1803, at the 
time of his visit to the Mint, France once again had a 20- and a 40-Franc gold coin. The 
name Louis D’Or was changed to “Napoleon” and the 40-Franc gold piece was termed a 
“Double Napoleon.” For France this signaled a change from a country torn asunder by 
war to an era of stability. For Napoleon Bonaparte it was the emergence from a con- 


queror and dictator to a statesman of exceptional genius.

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RARE ADDITION TO THE SOCIETY’S FURNITURE COLLECTION 


Recently acquired by the Museum is a superb American Sheraton butler’s bureau. 
The gift of Dr. and Mrs. Richard E. Barnes, this unusual piece is an important addition 


to the Museum’s all-too-limited collection of early American furniture. The bureau _ 
resembles a hunt board or sideboard in form, but accommodates a writing surface, and a ee 


large drawer fitted with cubby holes for the household accounts. 


Constructed of mahogany and white pine, the case rests on elegantly turned and 
reeded Sheraton feet. The drawers retain their original stamped brass knobs and 
escutcheons, and the stiles at the corners of the case are ornamented with delicate reeding. 


American sideboards of extreme height are normally associated with the southern 
states, although the details of this particular piece suggest a northern origin. Mrs. 
Barnes purchased the bureau in the South some years ago from an individual who claimed 
to have acquired it in New England. | 


The use of such a form is somewhat conjectural. Although normally referred to as 
butlers’ bureaus, these pieces could easily have been intended as a sort of secretary, to 
be used in an office or study.
